A MAN who breached a 
restraining order a week after 
it had been imposed, 
preventing him from 
contacting his ex-girlfriend, 
has been given a conditional 
discharge for 12 months at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

In November, Grantley Groom 
(50) appeared at the same court 
and received an eight month 
sentence of imprisonment, 
suspended for two years, after he 
admitted causing the woman, who 
lives in the Bridgend area, actual 
bodily harm. 

Groom, of Birch Walk, Newton, 
Porthcawl, pleaded guilty to 
breaching the order. 

Prosecutor Byron Broadstock 
said the attack occurred following a 
breakdown of the couple’s 
relationship, after which Groom

had threatened to take his life. 

On November 3, the police were 
called by the woman saying she had 
received “silent calls” from 
Groom’s mobile phone. 

At 9pm the same night, the 
ambulance service were contacted 
by the police after the defendant 
threatened suicide by cutting his 
wrists, and he was sectioned. 

He later told the police he had 
thrown the phone away and had 
made the call when he felt low. 

His defence counsel, Claire 
Wilkes, said part of the sentence 
Groom had received involved a 
6pm to 6am curfew, which he had 
observed. 

She said he spent much time 
caring for his parents. 

Judge David Wyn Morgan 
directed that the suspended 
sentence remain in existence until 
November 2017.

sentence for for growing 
man after 
pub attack 


AFTER attacking a 
friend in a pub, 
fracturing a cheekbone 
and his nose, a 50- 
year-old man was 
arrested and asked the 
police, “Is it bad?” 

Cardiff Crown 
Court heard that Colin 
Johnson immediately 
accepted 
responsibility. 

Johnson, of Lake 
View Close, Porthcawl, 
had admitted 
wounding Derek 
Griffiths and was 
sentenced to 12 
months’ imprisonment, 
suspended for 21 
months. He was also 
ordered to observe a 
7pm to 7am curfew for 
four months, and to be 
electronically tagged. 

Peter Rouch QC 
told him: “I don’t 
know what caused you 
to punch and kick this 
man as you did. 


Before that, you were 
apparently getting on 
quite well. It was a 
gratuitous use of 
violence in licenced 
premises, and the 
attack has had a 
marked effect on 
him.” 

Prosecutor Ruth 
Smith said the men 
were in the Buccaneer 
pub, Porthcawl, on 
February 27. Mr 
Griffiths had been 
drinking since 9am 
and he and the 
defendant spoke and 
were on good terms. 

But soon 
afterwards, as Johnson 
passed Mr Griffiths, 
he punched him twice 
to the right eye and 
then delivered kicks 
before bar staff 
intervened. 

Johnson was said to 
have convictions for 76 
offences, including

Pensioner’s 
jail sentence 


cannabis 


“AMATEUR 
equipment” was 
used by a pensioner 
to grow 42 cannabis 


plants, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
eard. 


Michael Blanche (71) 
of Wern Fawr Farm, 
Wern Tarw, Bridgend, 
had admitted being 
concerned in the 
production of cannabis. 

He was jailed for eight 
weeks, the sentence to 
run concurrently with 18 
weeks to which he was 
sentenced for the offence 
of stalking in April. 

Said Recorder Peter 
Rouch QC: “You have to 
understand that although 
you have used cannabis 
for 50 years, it is illegal. 

“Before these matters, 
you had not committed 
any offences, but you are 
now undergoing your 


first term of 
imprisonment.” 
Prosecutor Nicholas 
Gareth Jones said that 
last October, police went 
to his home and in two 
rooms, discovered 42 
cannabis plants, some of 
which were mature, and 
others were seedlings. 
“The equipment being 
used to cultivate those 
plants was amateur,” said 


Mr Gareth Jones. 
Blanche told the 
police: “It’s not 


unhealthy and they are 
all mine.” 

He said he had been 
smoking cannabis every 
day for 50 years to offset 
pain caused by arthritis. 

His solicitor, Robert 
Chudleigh, said: “For the 
last two months, this man 
has been experiencing a 
living nightmare. He 
knew that custody would 
be inevitable.” 


Teenager beats 
odds to start 


career in 


A DETERMINED 
teenager from south 
Wales who juggled 
an intense physical 
training routine 
while also caring 
for his mother is 
now set to achieve 
his dream of joining 
the British Army. 

Eighteen-year-old 
Joshua Phillips has lost 
an impressive three-and- 
a-half stone in just six 
months after spending 
time at a specialist 
training college 
dedicated to helping 
teens build fitness and 
life skills. 

With strong military 
roots dating back to his 
great grandfather, Joshua 
had always dreamed of 
joining the Royal Welsh 


| regiment. But at 17

years old, he was nearly 
our stone overweight. 
He realised that a big 
change was needed to 
pass the Army’s tough 
selection process. 
Joshua heard about 
the Military Preparation 
College, a network of 
ree-to-attend specialist 
colleges that help 16-18 
year olds build fitness 
through a unique ‘active 
learning’ curriculum 
combining military-style 
physical training with 
vocational instruction. 
Living with his 
mother Emma in the 
rural Welsh village of 
Llandybie, the nearest 
college branch to Joshua 
was in Bridgend — nearly 
40 miles away. Unable 
to drive, he travelled to 
the college by himself 
every day, a two-hour 


_| journey that required 


two trains and a bus. 
In order to get to the 


: college on time, Joshua 


| would leave the house at

7am daily. Returning at 
7pm, he would then take 
over the primary care of 
his mother who suffers 
from ‘Complex Regional 
Pain Syndrome’, a 
condition which affects 
the nerves in her legs 
and means that she is 
confined to a wheelchair. 
Joshua has been Emma’s 
carer for eight years, a 
role he shares with his 
stepfather Paul. 

Joshua worked closely 
alongside the college’s 
instructors to put 
together a personalised 
training and diet plan. 
Throwing himself into 
his training, he found 
that the weight soon 
started to drop off. 

“Physical training has 
made a huge difference 
to my life and wellbeing. 
There are a lot of press 
ups and long runs 
involved but it’s so 
much more than just 
that,” he explains. “My 
favourite sessions are the 
obstacle course 
exercises. These find us 
all working together and 
carrying each other.” 

Having now 
completed his 
preparation training, 
Joshua is set to begin his 
military career for the 
Royal Welsh at Catterick 
Garrison in Yorkshire.

S the sound and fury of an at 

times vitriolic and divisive local 

election campaign thankfully 
fades away into the distance, feuding 
politicians in all parties are left to 
reflect on the wider issues of a new 
five-year mandate handed out by the 
Welsh electorate to the much-changed 
National Assembly. 

Few will deny that with financial austerity 
ever tightening its grip, major social and 
economic challenges still block the way ahead. 

These will test the credibility of the 
Assembly in fulfilling its unique role as a 
legislative body that, thanks to an element of 
proportional representation, gives regional 
seats to political parties rather than 
individuals, and is thus more inclusive of the 
whole community than Westminster’s ‘first 
past the post’ elected chamber.

WALES rugby star 
Ian Gough has 
become a patron for 
Wales’ leading heart 
charity after he 
opened up about his 
own heart scare 
earlier this year. 

The former Ospreys 
player was diagnosed 
with atrial fibrillation — 
an irregular and 
abnormally fast heart rate 
following a heart 
screening session. 

Now fighting fit after 
an operation in March, 
Ian is teaming up with 
Welsh Hearts Cymru to 
provide better access to 
heart screening and life- 
saving defibrillators 
across Wales. 

He said: “I can’t stress 
how important it is to get 
your heart screened. It 
could save your life. 
After experiencing 
shortness of breath and 
exhaustion after just few 
minutes of playing rugby 
or running, I finally went 
for a heart screening to 
try and get to the bottom 
of the symptoms. The 
diagnosis knocked me 
for six.” 

Atrial fibrillation can 
cause dizziness, 
shortness of breath, 
extreme tiredness and 
heart palpitations. A 
normal heart rate should 
be regular and between 
60 and 100 beats a 
minute when you're 
resting but, in cases of 
atrial fibrillation, the

the turnout increased to 53 per cent from 46.7 per 
cent in 2011, and Jane Hutt was elected for a fifth 
time. 

One old Plaid election hand confided at 
11.30pm: “Jane’s won this, but with a reduced 
majority.” 

And so it proved. Despite being targeted by the 
Conservatives in an intense campaign, when the 
dust had settled, she had secured a 777 vote 
majority over the young Conservative challenger, 
Ross England. Ian Johnson of Plaid held off 
Lawrence Campbell of UKIP to win third place. 

The result was finally announced at 7.15am. 

The other parties were all more than 10,000 
votes adrift of Labour and the Conservatives. 

Results: 

Jane Hutt (Labour) 14,655 votes. 

Ross England (Conservative) 13,878. 

Tan Johnson (Plaid Cymru) 3,871 

Lawrence Andrews (UKIP) 3,662 

Denis Campbell (Lib Dem) 938 

Alison Haden (Green) 798. 

The Lib Dem and Green candidates both lost 
their deposit. 

The Conservatives claimed two Assembly seats 
in the South Wales Central region. 

In fact, it was no change for the Tories, as the 
same two AMs, Leader Andrew RT Davies and 
David Melding, were returned. 

Plaid Cymru still have a regional seat but, 
because Leanne Wood took a seat in her own 
right, beating Labour’s Leighton Andrews in 
Rhondda, it means that Neil McEvoy from 
Cardiff takes her place. 

Finally, to cap a disastrous night for the Lib 
Dems, Elenud Parrott lost her regional seat, and 
has been replaced by UKIP’s Gareth Bennett.

Roger Burnell, who 
runs It’s My Shout, told 
The GEM: “People 
don’t realise how many

There are 
catering, general work 
on set (gaffers) and 
location scouts, to name 
just a few. 

“It is very 
encouraging to see so 
many young people 
getting work in the 
area.”

forced the donning of waterproofs, 
prior to the sun making its return. 

Reaching the trig point on 
Mynydd Machen at a height of 
362m, the secret became clear as 
this year heralds the 80th 
anniversary of the Triangulation 
Point. 

In 1935, the Ordnance Survey 
decided to rewrite maps and 
appointed Brigadier Martin 
Hotine to complete the mammoth 
task, and he designed the trig point 
to be level bases for surveyor’s 
theodolites and then constructed 
6,500 of them across Britain. 

Although the 110 Global 
Navigation Satellite System does 
the same job in only seconds, the 
trig point still holds a special place 
in walkers’ hearts, both as a 
navigational aid and a place from 
which to enjoy outstanding views. 

After lunch overlooking the 
Bristol Channel and mouth of the 
Severn Estaury, a steep descent 
led them on by lane and field to 
view the ruins of Castell 
Meredydd, and onward through 
fields containing horses and sheep 
to newly created woodland steps 
in Graig Wyllt, where the 
woodland was painted completely 
purple with the breathtaking sight 
of native bluebells. 

More meadows led downhill to 
the road and back to the 
Rhiwderin Inn for a refreshing 
drink as a thank you for the use of 
their car park. 

After reporting problems on 
this route to Newport City Council 
some five weeks previously, 
Rachel wishes to send her thanks 
to them for their swift response in 
the installation of two new stiles 
along with the new woodland 
steps, which were — greatly 
appreciated by the whole group.

The weather leading 
up to this event was not 
particularly favourable 
but a total of seven 
vessels entered the race 
with five arriving on 
Friday and most taking 
advantage of the free 
docking and berths 
provided by ABP. 

The remaining boats 
arranged to arrive on 
Saturday morning 
before the midday race 
start. The fleet 
comprised a total of 
four original Bristol 
Channel Pilot Cutters 
and three other gaff 
rigged vessels. 

All crews attended a 
very successful fish and 
chip supper at the BYC 
Clubhouse on Friday 
evening where we were 
also joined by members 
of the Old Gaffers 
Association. 

The course for this 
event requires the boats 
to round Lundy Island 
and then sail north to a 
buoy at the west end of 
the Helwick sands off 
the Gower peninsular 
before returning to 
finish at Barry. The 
straight line distance is 
about 125 nautical 
miles. 

The weather on 
Saturday morning was 
ideal with a force 3 to 4 
westerly wind and 
some pleasant sunshine. 

The wind freshened 
just before the start and 
some vessels tacked 
inshore to cheat the last 
hour of the flood tide. 

Others kept offshore 
on starboard tack and 
most of the fleet ended 
up reaching the 
southern coast of the 
channel somewhere 
between Lynmouth and 
Ilfracombe. 

They encountered 
some fairly strong 
winds and the usual 
choppy sea produced 
by the ebb tide running 
against the westerly 
wind. 

One of the pilot 
cutters, Alpha, retired 
due to seasickness and

an injury to a crew 
member. She returned 
to Barry that evening. 

In the late afternoon 
and evening the wind 
lightened and some 
boats had to anchor to 
prevent being pushed 
back up channel by the 
next flood tide. 

The leading boats at 
this stage were the gaff 
rigged Jan Rorlan and 
the pilot cutter 
Mascotte. They both 
reached Lundy at about 
0400 on Sunday 
morning and then had a 
broad reach to the 
Helwick buoy. The 
Bristol Channel Cutter 
Olga rounded Lundy at 
about 0500 with the 
Scillies Cutter Agnes 
about an hour astern. 

Working Yacht | and 
the final pilot cutter 
Dolphin rounded Lundy 
several hours later and 
they all made fairly fast 
passages to the Helwick 
with the increased 
westerly breeze. 

The leading three 
boats reached the 
Helwick between 0900 
and 1000 with Agnes 
rounding at about 
midday and Working 
Yacht at about 1300. 
Dolphin, the smallest 
boat in the race, was 
still in fairly close 
touch with the rest of 
the fleet. 

Almost all the 
vessels encountered a 
lightening wind and 
some flat calm for their 
return up channel but 
the slower boats had 
the best of the wind 
while the leaders had to 
anchor to prevent being 
set back down channel 
by the ebb tide. 

Progress for all 
vessels was very slow 
in the very light 
conditions and the 
weather turned pretty 
miserable with thick 
mist and drizzly rain. 
Some boats spent 
several hours at anchor 
and the Jan Rorlan had 
to use her motor to 
keep clear of the 
shallow sands off Nash 
Point. She eventually 
retired and motored 
home. 

The first boat to 
finish was Mascotte at 
13 minutes past 
midnight on Monday 
morning having 
completed the course in 
just over 36 hours. 

She was followed 
about 1% hours later by 
Agnes which was some 
% hour ahead of Olga.
